“ Questions—Fall of City of Utmost 
importance to Constitutionaliets: 
Cause—Rebels See No Basis on 
Which They Can Co-operate With 
Huertistas in Provisional | Govern- 
ment—May Be Review of Seizure of 
Lighthouse on Lobos isiand—Zapata 
Will Not Enter Mexico City Ahead 
of  Constitutionalists — O’Shaugh- 
nessy Thinks Huerta Will Stick 


HKvacuation of Tampico by the Mex- 
lean federal garrison hag begun, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to the navy 
department from Rear Admiral Mayo. 
‘The. federal troops are leaving by the 
railroad. 

That the rebels encountered des- 
perate resistance in their final attack 
on Tampico and that they were com- 
pelled to carry their fight to the. 
heart of the town was indicated by 
Mayo’s report. 

The federals are retreating by way 
of the railroad leading to San Luis 
Potosi, and it is assumed that they 
hope to reach Pachuca, the terminus 
of a railway line that leads indirectly 
to Mexico City. The railroad out ot 
Tampico to Monterey is held by the 
constitutionalists, 


Mexican Gunboats Flee 

Mayo further reported that the 
Mexican federal gunboats Bravo. and 
Zaragoza steamed out of the Panuco 
Tiver and anchored near the foreign 
warships. ; 

The taking of Tampico, the port 
next in importance to Vera Cruz, will 
raise many interesting questions, as 
the constitutionalists held no seacoast 
towns. At is possible that the federal 
gunboats outside the harbor may seek 
to prevent arms and supplies from 
landing at Tampico, but such an in- 
terference with international com- 
merce might not be tolerated by the 
big foreign ships lying there, and 
complications are possible. 

As there is an embargo on the ex- 
portation of arms into Mexico from 
the United States, ammunition could 
be shipped only from European ports, 
and hitherto there has. been. no in- 
terference by General’ Huerta -with 
foreign commerce, other than that 
with the United States. 

With success at Tampico, the con- 
stitutionalists will press hard for pos- 
session of Saltillo and San Luis 
Potosi, whither the garrison from 
Tampico. is believed to have :fied. 

Huerta Revenue Cut Off 

With the fall of Tampico the con- 
stitutionalists come into revenues es- 
timated at $300,000 a week. The vic- 
tory won by the forces of Carranza, 
after a desperate fight lasting three 
days, is. regarded in the capital as 
presaging the end of the Huerta 
regime in Mexico. 

The capture of Tampico is of the 
utmost importance to the constitu- 
tionalists’ cause in Mexico, It means 
that two-thirds of the revenue of the 
dictator has been cut off. It means 
that Huerta will not be able to move 
@ train in Mexico unless by the use of 
wood for fuel, since practically all of 
the railways use crudé oil. 

Furthermore, the constitutionalists 
are now in position to receive. arms 
and ammunition to be used in the ad- 
vance on Mexico City, and it is un- 
derstood that a large shipment will 
be landed with the seizure of the con- 
trol of the custom house by the 
forces of General Gonzales. 

Plans of Mediators 

As stumbling blocks in the path of 
preliminary attempts to compose the 
Mexican problem appeared to be 
gradually disappearing, suggestions 
of the mediators’ tentative plans un- 
officially were revealed. 

Disposition of the five South Ameri- 
cans detained by General Funston at 
Vera Cruz for sniping was held in 
abeyance. and the Lobos “occupation” 
incident had not been lost sight of. 

A report that the South American 
envoys tentatively were considering 
@ plan for possible establishment of a 
form of government to include two 
administrators to be named by the 
federals, two by the constitutionalists 
and a fifth by the mediators, attract- 
ed some attention, and immediately 
drew from Carranza’s agents the dec- 
laration that any such proposal would 
not be acceptable to their chief. 
Huerta opposes any plan that will not 
give him a voice in naming his suc- 
cessor. ' 

Robert Pesquiera, Carranza’s confi- 
dential representative, asserted: 

“We have beaten Huerta at every 
turn, and why should: we. yield our 
advantage when we have the reforms 
for. which we strive almost within our 
grasp? This tins béen-a fight of 100 
years for reform, and we. will not be 
content to have those years of fight- 
fng wasted.” 

Other Sorittalaenaliias asserted 
there was no basis on which Huertis- 
tas and the rebels could co-operate in 
& provisional government.

The United States government, it 
was understood, had maintained in 
reply to Huerta’s protest that the is- 
land was seized only as a means of 
operating the beacon in: the inter- 
ests of shipping along Mexico’s gulf 
coast. : 
Zapata Advices. Reassuring 

Assertions of the constitutionalists 
that there was an understanding be- 
tween Zapata, the southern insurrecto 
leader, and Carranza, that Zapata 
would not attempt to enter Mexico 
City until after it had been captured 
bythe constitutionalists hada tem- 
pering effect on fear expressed that 
if the Huerta regime suddenly were to 
collapse the southern rebels might 
pillage the capital. The constitu- 
tionalist agents asserted Zapata had 
recognized Carranza as his chief. — 

While the envoys proceeded with 
their plang for the Niagara Fails con- 
ference . the . American. mission, 
Messrs. Lamar, and, Lehmann, . 
ferred arrange details of 
work. They will consult ot fiat 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan about the 
personnel of their party, which prob- 
ably will include several members of 
the staff ‘of the state department. 

Huerta Won’t Voluntarily Retire , 

Little light was thrown on the con- 
ference between Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy and President Wilson. It is 
known, however, that the former 
charge at Mexico City told the presi- 
dent he was convinced Huerta would 
never voluntarily retire as dictator, 
So far as the mediators are con- 
cerned, O’Shaughnessy is known to 
have told the president that, from 
personal observation, he believed it 
would be very. difficult to find a com- 
mon ground on which all Mexican fac- 
tions could agree. 

There would always be certain 
Mexicans, he told the president, who 
would oppose organized government. 
But if the majority of the factions 
could be reconciled, O’Shaughnessy is 
understood to have said, and then a 
strong government set up in Mexico 
City which would have the recogni- 
tion of the United States and Latin 
Amerjca, it could easily sécure the 
necessary funds to pacify the malcon- 
tents with a fighting army.

of the State Police. y 
One set of these regulations has to do 
with public buildings, setting forth much 
more stringent rules to control the oc- 
cupancy of such places than have ever 
yet been considered. Andover suffers 
particularly, in connection with the two 
leading educational institutions, and 
some of the demands made upon the au- 
thorities of these institutions are way 
beyond ordinary common sense, and in- 
volve expenditures that ought not to be 
put upon anybody. The attempt to add 
burdens to those who have charge of 
public buildings has never gone to such 
length as in the recent rules which the 
authorities now seek to enforce. It is 
no wonder that the Chief Executive of 
the great State of New York recently 
said in Boston, that one of the inquiries 


made when freak legislation is proposed. 


in New York State is, ‘‘ Has this yet been 
tried in Massachusetts?” and if the 
answer is in the negative the procedure 
is to wait until Massachusetts has tried 
it out, because no matter how foolish 
the proposition is. she is sure to fall for 
it. 
The other requirements promulgated 
have to do with the construction of gar- 
ages and the control of the transporta- 
tion, storage and handling of gasoline 
and other inflammable liquids. Because 
of these rules many local automobile 
owners have become quite disturbed, as- 
suming that the rules make necessary 
important changes in garages already 
equipped. The inquiry made of Deputy 
Chief Neal, who has charge of this de- 
partment, permits the Townsman to 
make the following statements with 
authority. The rules set forth by the 
State Police do not apply to garages al- 
ready constructed and licensed to 
operate, unless such garages are deter- 
mined by the local official who has 
charge of such matters to be so danger- 
ous as to require changes for the public 
safety. 

The new rules do not apply to private 
garages already constructed, except 
under the same conditions, and then no 
authority is vested in local officials to 
order changes if such private garages 
are on property a certain distance away 
from the property of another citizen. 

The rules apply to the construction 
of new public garages in their entirety; 
they apply to the construction of new 
private garages only in so far as to re- 
quire a concrete floor and a proper lining 
for a wooden building (if such is con- 
structed) if-the location of such private 
garage is within one hundred feet of 


one hundred feet, no rules can be en- 
forced as to the character of the build-

port In Legistature—Anderson 
Remain on Public Service Commis- 
sion—Governor and Macleod Divid- 
ed on Railroad Divorce Bill 


Governor Walsh will probably be 
pail as the reoganization governor, 
‘He bas before him. more plans . for 
Changing the administrative machin- 
ery of the state than any of his pre- 
decessors. This seems like a bold 
statement, but here.are the. facts, 
| “Phe state board of labor ‘and -in- 
dustries, which was appointed a year 
ago by Governor Foss, has been com- 
pletely. reorganized with the excep- 

of Mrs. Mary Dewey, who was 
reappointed. 

The governor will have at least one 
place to fill on the public service com- 
mission: and is said to desire very 
much. to appoint a successor to 
Chairman Fred Macleod of that com- 
mission. 

There is now before the legisiature 
a new bill drafted after conferences 
between the governor and the health 
authorities of New York and the pub- 
lic health committee of the legisla- 
tare. This bill reorganizes the state 


‘| board of health. 


The governor's recommendation is 
for a sweeping reorganization of all 
the state institutions boards. This 
bill is still before the committee on 
public charitable institutions. 

Now the governor is considering a 
new plan for the reorganization of the 
commission on economy and effi- 
ciency, which réported the bill for 
changing the institutions boards, 

/And the governor has reorganized 
the department of the adjutant gen- 
eral by the recent bill which gives him 
the ‘right to name the staff officers 


| from the adjutant general down. 


Health Board Important 

The reorganization bill most de- 
sired by the governor was the adju- 
tant general bill, because of his posi- 
tion as commander-in-chief of the 
Militia. But now that this measure 
is it of the way he declares that the 

important reorganization is that 
of the state board of health. 

The governor's plan for changing 
this board comes after several years 
of hard fighting against the board. So 
16hg ag Dr. Walcott desires to remain 
as ¢hairman of the state board he was 
able to keep off all sucgestions of 
change.’ But now he has allowed it 
to become known that he intends to 
retire. And those who have had a 
great deal of faith in the work of the 
doctor are no longer standing by the 
board as they used to do. 

The board consists of seven unpaid 
members. It is recognized as an ef- 
ficient board and Dr. Walcott has a 
national reputation as a health offi- 
cer! * 

But the governor has taken the 
matter up as a question of more effi- 
ciency. His bill provides for a high 
salaried health officer and several de- 
partments under him. 

The bill was drawn after careful 
study with the New York health au- 
thorities and will have strong support 
in the legislature. 

Commissioner Anderson 

The governor has been criticised in 
some quarters because, of his. beliet 
that the members of the public ser- 
vice. commission should give their 
whole time. to the office. 

But his excellency is consistent, in- 
asmuch as he is urging thatthe health 
officer, in hig new bill shall also give 
his whole time to the work. 

The. criticisms are based upon. the 
idea that Public Service Commissioner 
George. P. Anderson will leave the 
commission if the bill goes through. 
His friends say that the income from 
his law practice is now over $15,000 
a year, and that he could not afford 
to leave it. 

And so this has led to expressions 
of opinion that some sinister influ- 
ences. have been pushing the bill 
through the legislature with the in- 
tention of pushing Mr. Anderson out 
of the service. 

It may be stated, however, that the 
bill will not result in Mr. Andergon’s 
| leaving the commission. The matter 


arose in the first place from a jocular 
remark by the commissioner in the 
hearing room when the legislation was 

| first talked of. He did not say that 
he Was going to leave, but he did re- 
mark good naturedly that it made it 
hard for him to stay. 

Commissioner Anderson is very 
much interested in his work. He en- 
joys being in a position from which he 
may freely criticise and reconstruct, 
and it is believed that while he might 
ultimately leave the commission be- 
cause of the bill he would not leave it 
until his interest in the traction sit- 
vation had been fully exhausted.

Fire Hazard }) open 

This is the season of fire hagard 
bills and the. legislature is filled with 
them. The: fire in the Areatia lodg- 
ing house: and in the Melvin apart- 
ment hotel is the aga atone ttote ns 
legislation. 

The bills are, drawn. to. affect the 
entire state and ‘fall into two classes. 
The first clase relates to building 
construction and the second to the in- 
spection of premises. 

Building Commissioner O’Hearna . ot 
Boston has come forward with 9 bill 
which will make the builders sit up 
and take notice. It provides practi- 
cally that all future constructions 
must be of stone and concrete within 
congested séctions, and wipes out the 
three flat wooden constructions, puts 
buildings farther apart than they are 
and a few more things. 

The new fire hazard bill which 1s 
ready to come from the committee on 
metropolitan affairs makes a place for 
a fire inspector, who shall have as- 
sistance enough to cover the watite 
metropolitan district. 

This is a practical and ‘esseneuas 
measure, inasmuch as there is now 
no particular authority to make such 
inspection. It is done by firemen, 
policemen and building inspectors if 
they choose to take enough interest. 
The result is that it is not done at al). 

New Milk Bill 

Senator Ward of Buckland, who 1s 
chairman of the’ legislative commit- 
tee on agriculture, was astonished 
the other day when he learned that 
a brand new milk inspection bill had 
been adopted by his committee in his 
absence. 

‘The bill wag favored by six of the 
eleven members of the committee and 
really lets down the bars for inspec- 
tion by providing that there shall be 
no inspection of barns except in case 
of contagious ciseases or except for 
statutory provisions already existing. 

The senator promptly announced 
that he would not stand for the bill, 
becuuse he thought that no producer 
ought to wish a law so elastic as this 
one.

Part of the price 
paid for every pair of shoes sold in An- 
dover goes to pay the taxes on the store 
building, the taxes on the stock in trade, 
the on the building and machinery. 
where the shoes were made, and what- 
ever tariff there is on its different ma- 
terials. And the lower the income of the 
family is, the greater is the proportion 
of income that must be spent on abso- 
lute necessities, and the greater the pro- 
portion that goes to pay the taxes of 
town, state, and nation. 

A large majority of the households of 
the country are those of wage-earners, 
and it is a fact not always duly con- 
sidered that in these wage-earning 
households, it is the wife, oftener than 
the husband, who is the real financial 
manager, the one on whom rests -the 
responsibility for making both ends 
meet, and the one, therefore, who must 
have a vital concern in all questions of 
taxation, just as soon as the real rela- 
tion between such questions and the 
cost of living is recognized. 

There is room left to mention only one 
point in connection with national taxa- 
tion. There are many intelligent men 
and women who believe that war, with 
all its attendant horrors, and moral dis- 
integration, will finally be ‘abolished 
when the votes of the large majority of 
women shall be added to those of. the 
men now actively working toward that 


will not be financial; but the pe homage ga 
war tax under which the nations of the 
world are now staggering may not lightly 
be dismissed. Even our own country, 
protected as are few other nations from 
foreign attack, is spending in its prepara- 
tions for a possible war almost a million 
dollars daily, about what it spends for 
the entire education of its children. 
And it may well be that when the time 
comes to say that war shall be no more, 
the hope of preventing this terrible 
waste will appeal even more effectively 
to the women of the country than to the 
men. 


Work on the Highways 


Superintendent Frank L. Cole has 
made his plans for the next few weeks 
in regard to putting the highways in bet- 
ter. condition, and has several gangs at 
work in different parts of the town. 

One gang is doing a necessary job of 
blanketing the west side of Main street 
with Tarvia B from the top of the hill 
to the square. When this has been 
completed, the stretch of road built last 
year by Supt. Wood from Selectman 
Eames’s to the North Andover line will 
be similarly treated. 

Two gangs are at work on Ballardvale 
road and Argilla road, from George F. 
Baker’s to Lowell street, scraping, 
rounding and putting into shape. The 
crusher and equipment at the gravel 
pit, which is in a bad condition, has been 
tuned up this week and is ready for 
work. 

As soon as the superintendent has 
finished these preliminary undertakings, 
the east side of Main street from Chapel 
avenue to Dr. Abbott’s will be macad- 
amized and tarvia bound. Last year 
the stretch from Whiting’s to Dr. Ab- 
bott’s was macadamized and water- 
bound. 

Five carloads of water pipes have ar- 
rived and the work of laying 3000 feet 
of new service in Ballardvale and 1800 
feet connecting two dead-ends -on 
Burnham road will be begun at once. 

Necessary repairs on the banks of the

expensive improvements. Wherefore, 
the burden would fall upon the shoulders 
of the few large tax-payers. ‘A vote 
would not protect her property, since 
two women with no property interests 
could more than annul her vote by 
theirs.” . 

The property of all women in this 
country is fully protected by our wise 
laws, justly administered. The power 
to vote would not extend that protec- 
tion. :

We should “‘let well 
enough alone.” Recently, in our excel- 
lent town journal, the Townsman, have 
appeared strenuous letters—all written 
by men—criticising officials and the 
management of public affairs.

That the suffragists know this is 
shown by their unwillingness every- 
where to have the question submitted to 
a referendum of the women. 

In regard to taxation, there is no con- 
nection in America between property 
and the vote. A man may own property 
and pay taxes in ten states without the 
right to vote in any one of them; and in 
the state where he does vote and where 
he can be called on for jury and militia 
duty he may pay not a cent of taxes. 

The argument of suffragists that 
women did not help to make our laws 
and therefore ought not to have to be 
governed by them is a fallacy. If there 
were any logic in this argument we 
should have to make over all our laws 
every time a new citizen or immigrant 
came into the nation, or a new baby was 
born. A million times a year we should 
have to make over our laws. Massachu- 
setts men who spend their vacations in 
Maine or New Hampshire would be free 
from obligation to obey the laws of 
those states, because they had had no 
voice in making them.
